WARSAW, May 2—Polish news- 
papers accused Germany today of 
a long-standing intrigue aimed at 
cutting Poland from the sea,

cated Foreign Minister Joseph Beck,

MAIN OBJECT 

The official Gazeta Polska re- 
called that in 1927 Alfred Rosenberg, 
present chief theoretician of the 
Nazi regime, wrote that the main 
object of German policy was to re- 
move the existence of the Polish 
state 

Now, the paper said, Hitler's ob- 
vious policy was to remove Poland 
from the Baltic. 

The army organ, Polska Zbrogna, 
declared “Germany has done everys 
thing possible to harm Poland, en- 
circle her, intimidate her, isolate 
her.”

Act If All Parties So 
Wish | 

OTTAWA, May 2.—Indication 
was given in the House of Com-

Not Worth The Price 


Semi-official statements at Warsaw 
are that Herr Hitler will not be given 
what he has demanded; nor anything at 
all unless he seeks concessions through 
the avenue of peaceful negotiation. Those 
who know anything of the Poles will 
neither be surprised at the statements 
nor doubt their literal accuracy. A mil- 
lion and a quarter men under arms do not 
suggest that Poland intends to go the way 
of Czecho-Slovakia, and show it has the 
means as well as the will to halt aggres- 
sion at its frontiers. In that direction 
the “dead line” runs with the boundary. 
marks; nor can the Fuehrer forget that 
East Prussia is a hostage in the grip of 
the Polish pincers. 

The new anti-aggression pact of course 
means that if Poland strikes in her own 
defence, Britain and France must strike 
also, while neither Rumania nor Russia 
could afford to withhold support at the 
risk of Poland being destroyed. What it 
all sums up to is this: Will Herr Hitler 
secrifice a million German lives and risk 
his own downfall, in a gamble for Danzig 


and a fifteen-mile-wide highway through 
the Polish corridor? On the assumption 
that the man is sane, it is impossible to 
believe he will. The less possible because 
Danzig and the whole corridor would not 
be worth the price to Germany, for either 
economic or military reasons. 


What Ails This World? 


Professors and students from twenty- 
five universities, three of them Canadian, 
gathered in Sweden to consider how uni- 
versities can best serve their nations. 
They decided that, as for mankind collec- 
tively at present “We are morally unfit- 
ted to survive.” The remedy they propose 
is the evolution of a new type of human 
being whose will, emotions and character 
will be trained along with his intellect. 

They are right on both counts. From 
evidence all too apparent and convincing, 
the present population of the world is 
admirably “fitted” to wipe itself out, or 


to fight itself backward into a more in- 
genious but more beastly barbarism than 
that from which its forefathers emerged. 

This certainly is not because institu- 
tions of learning have not multiplied or 
the general level of education been raised. 
But while human heads have been cram- 
med with knowledge and taught to think, 
the human “heart” has not made corres- 
ponding gains in the qualities which 
would turn this added mental equipment 
and ability to proper use and therefore 
make for “survival” of the race —or of 
what we call civilization. 

Human nature has not greatly 
changed, while human power to work 
good or evil has been expanded. Cynics 
Say it cannot be changed. But the uni- 
versity men have the better, in fact the 
only tolerable thesis; that it must be 
changed. Basically there is nothing much 
the matter with this world aside from the 
characteristics of the people who live in 
it. And those characteristics can and 
must be changed, in the individual and 
the mass, if misery is to give way to 
happiness and the race be fitted to per- 
petuate itself. 


Arbor Day Is A Reminder 


Albertans yesterday celebrated Arbor 
Day in a haze of smoke from forest fires 
raging in the wooded country along the 
foot-hills. If every one of them had 
planted a tree and if every tree planted 
had been imported into the province, the 
new settings would have done less than 
make up for the trees, big and little, which 
have been burned in the last month. But 
not everyone planted a tree by any means, 
and most of the trees planted were merely 
shifted from one piece of Alberta soil to 
another, adding nothing to the sum total 
for the province. 

The plantings of Arbor Day do not 
increase the tree population of the prov- 
ince. They merely cut down the net loss 
from fire—in this instance they do not 
off-set the fire loss of the spring season. 
And the fire loss runs on intermittently 
through every summer and fall. Add to 
this the loss caused by storms, insect 
pests and disease, and by no stretch of 
imagination can anyone suppose Arbor 
Day activities play any serious part in 
checking the wastage and preserving the 
tree supply. 

The interest displayed in Arbor Day 
will have to be broadened into provincial 
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and federal forest policies if any notable 
headway is to be made in stopping this 
waste, ensuring timber for future use, and 
preventing Alberta becoming more and 
more a treeless area, subject to the cap- 
rice of wind and weather. Money in large 
amounts and men in large numbers will 
have to be enlisted, and private initiative 
will have to back up official efforts if 
these objects are to be attained. 

The penalty for failure may be read in 
the history of prairie Saskatchewan over 
the last eight years. Arbor Day is a re- 
minder of what we should be doing in a 
broad and systematic way, rather than a 
symbol even of what we are doing to 
make and keep Alberta properly supplied 
with forest areas, shelter belts, wind- 
breaks and moisture-conserving zones. 


Editorial Notes 


Japan dropped last year from fourth 
to fifth place among the trading nations. 
That is another item on the expense side 
of the Chinese war account. 


Spain is to quit the League of Nations. 
Franco evidently thinks that since the 
League did nothing to help his enemies it 
probably would do nothing to help him. 


Canada was Britain’s fourth best cus- 
tomer last year, moving up from fifth 
place, and buying 4.78 per cent of British 
exports. In the return exchange the Dom- 
inion continued in second place, selling 
Britain 8.53 per cent of its imports. The 
spread between what we buy and what we 
sell in the old lands is still wide, but it is 
narrowing. And narrowing by increased 
purchases, not by reduced sales. 


Calgary officials are cheered by the 
discovery that radio equipment has gone 
down in price, far enough down that the 
$15,959 allotted to equip four police cars 
with two-way sets will also equip four 
police motor-cycles with one-way appara- 
tus. The fraternity whom the police are 
employed to keep in check will register a 
different reaction to the news that the 
price has dropped. 


Hon. Ian Mackenzie plans to use fly- 
ing clubs as training schools for young 
men who want to become Air Force pilots. 
Perhaps the same idea could be intro- 
duced to give men a measure of training 
for other branches of the defence service, 
in case they should some time be required. 
The old time rifle club used to be very 
popular in most western centres, imposed 
no great expense on the Government, and 
taught many men one of the things a 
soldier needs to know—how to shoot 
straight. Maybe this interest could be re- 
vived, and extended to other branches, if 
the department carried the cost of appro- 
priate voluntary associations and offered 
prizes for efficiency. The success of the 
Navy Volunteer Reserve is an encourag- 
ing example of what might be ac- 
complished.

Conscription 


LONDON.—The tardiness and comparative 
mildness of the proposed conscription plan were 
the only sources of complaint voiced today by the 
British press, the Daily Herald (Labor) excepted, 
As expected, the Herald came out in strong cons 
demnation of the measure. 

The Daily Express (Independent) said: “The 
Government are always following public opinion 
instead of giving it the lead. They introduce 
conscription, but far too late in the day.... And 
the measure is a niggardly affair. It is limited to 
men between the ages of 20 and 21. Of the 310,000 
men affected, only 200,000 will be called up in a 
year. At this rate it will take five years to build 
up an army of 1,000,000.” 

The Daily Telegraph (Conservative) said: “It 
would be difficult to imagine a milder measure of 
conscription or one to which in the anxious cons 
ditions of the hour less reasonable objection 
could be taken, especially by those who have 
been so loudly exhorting the government to 
‘stand up to the Dictators.’ 

“The significance of the proposals to which 
the Government now stand committed with the 
hearty approval of the great body of public opin- 
ion will not be mistaken abroad either by those 
who welcome them or by those who affect to de- 
Spise them. They are indeed open to objection 
more cogent than that of the opposition—the 
objection that they do not go far enough.” 


Idle Talk About Idle Men 


During the last few days Parliament has 
staged one of those debates that make people 
wonder whether after all it is entitled to much 
respect. It was on the subject of unemployment, 
which has been discussed as a major problem at 
every session for eight years without the tangible 
results that should be expected. It ought to be 
plain by now that talking is futile and that action 
is required. Yet the same old time-wasting ar- 
guments are repeated with increasing bitterness, 
because the Minster of Labor proposed a resolu- 
tion “that it is expedient to bring in a measure 
to provide assistance in the alleviation of unem- 
ployment and agricultural distress.” 

It is to the credit of the House, at any rate, 
that Mrs. Black of the Yukon was heard without 
interruption, for she said the thing ‘that needed 
Saying when she declared that some of the mem- 
bers were getting lost in the fury of their own 
words and added: “I do not believe that searing 
words of attack are going to help the unem- 
ployed. Surely, as grown men, members of this 
House can sit around a conference table and 
work for the best interests of this country....I 
have listened closely, but in vain, for one single 
solution to this problem. Unless we come to grips 
with this problem we are going to reap the 
whirlwind.” 

The members of Parliament agree that a con- 
dition exists that must be corrected. Mr. Dunning 
denied that the Prime Minister had told a caucus 
that unemployment could not be solved. Why 
not, then, cut out the talk, abuse and counter- 
abuse, and work out a plan? 

Dr. Manion urged the Minister to call in the 
best brains of business, labor and the clergy and 
ask them to find a solution. If Parliament can do 
nothing but debate there is no other course than 
to get a committee outside of Parliament to study 
and decide.—Toronto Globe and Mail,

Friday’s meeting of the Nazified, totalitarian 
Reichstag was the 14th since the beginning of 
Adolf Hitler’s regime. Its sole function was that 
of listening to the government's declarations, 
passing enabling acts from time to time for the 
government to rule the country, and sing 
“Deutschland Uber Alles” and the “Horst 
Wessel” song at the end of each session. 

The 13 sessions hitherto held were character- 
ized by the following fundamental pronounce- 
ments of policy by Hitler (the third session of 
Dec. 12, 1933, was taken up with organization of 
the house only; that of Sept. 15, 1935, was held at 
Nuremburg). 

March 23, 1933-—Hitler demands and receives 
an enabling act giving him authoritarian powers. 
(“Give me four years’ time.”) ji 

May 17, 1933—Germany wants peace. (“It is 
our heartfelt desire to live at peace with other 
nations,”’) . 

Jan. 30, 1934—Germany has no designs on 
Austria, (“Any assertion that Germany plans to 
violate Austria is absurd.”) 

July 31, 1934—The Fuehrer explains the June 
30 blood purge. (“I was responsible in this hour 
for the fate of the German nation. Thereby the 
supreme court of the German people during these 
24 hours consisted of myself.”) 

Aug. 6, 1934—Eulogy on Chancellor Hinden- 
burg, who was buried at Tannenberg the next 
day. (“Greatness recurs but seldom in the course 
of the centuries.”) 

May 21, 1935—Germany reintroduceés con- 
scription but re-asserts her peaceful desires. 
(“We decry every war for subjugating foreign 
peoples. has no intention to arm to the 
skies. If Germa today favors peace it favors 
it neither out of weakness or cowardice.”) 

March 6, 1936—German arms and sovereignty 
are re-€stablished in the Rhineland and seven 
points for the preservation of peace in Europe 
are offered. (“In this historic hour German 
troops are moving into their future garrisons of 
peace in the western province of our Reich.”) 

Jan. 30, 1937—Germany will not longer sur- 
prise the world with sudden moves. (“The time 
of so-called surprises is ended.”) 

Feb. 20, 1938—Hitler demands colonies. 
(“From year to year there will be an increasing 
demand for those colonia] possessions which 
Germany did not take away from other powers 
and which to these powers today are practically 


useless yet for our own people seem indis- 
pensable.”) 
March 18, 1938—Hitler proclaims himself in- 


terested in the fate of Germans across the bor- 
ders, (“Let the world comprehend that a great 
people with a feeling for honor cannot in the long 
run stand passively by as great masses amount- 
ing to millions and belonging to their own blood 
are oppressed continuously.”) 

Jan. 30, 1939--Germany must export or die. 
(“The German nation must live—that merns 
export—or die.”)

Earl Baldwin delivered three lectures on 
Britsh democracy last week at the University of 
Toronto. Splendid example of a solid middle- 
class Englishman himself—despite the title—he 
is well-equipped to explain the British charac- 
ter.

AN ENGLISHMAN democracy comprised in 
ON ENGLISHMEN the unwritten British Con- 

stitution by saying that the 
Englishman has an instinctive aversion from 
alien forms of political upheaval that may appeal 
to more logical or more intellectual people. In 
practice a kindly people who never rush into a 
fight, but who, when forced, fight with unbreak- 
able tenacity, their test of any proposition in 
politics is “Will it work?”

All these pleasant ascriptions will be modestly 
accepted by most Britishers, though the logic of 
the speaker is not so well supported when he 
asserts that neither Fascism nor Communism can 
gain foothold against the tradition of British 
democracy. Many people in England as well as 
in Canada, surveying the 
chronic unemployment in both 
countries would in honesty be 
campelled to answer “No” to 
the question whether our present economy works. 
And his illustration of the union of the French 
and English races in Canada in “loyalty, sym- 
pathy and understanding,” is not as convincing in 
Canada as it may appear from the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

While tolerance is the common theme of 
speakers on tour from Quebec, the padlock law 
and its manner of enforcement and the persecu- 
tion and imprisonment of religionists on charges 
of seditious conspiracy and corrupting morals, 
are foreign to the spirit of loyalty, sympathy and 
understanding shown in the other provinces. 
Under whatever name it may be called, its spirit 
of suppression and persecution is that of 
Fascism.

LONDON, May 2.—British to- 
bacco and automobile manufactur- 
ers are planning “budget packages” 
of cigarettes and even smaller cars 
to cope with increased taxes for re-

At first it appeared the new cig- 
arette tax would throw thousands 
of vending machines out of com- 
mission. Then manufacturers de- 
cided to charge the same price for 
a package of two less cigarettes. 

The 25-shilling ($5.85) per horse- 
power tax on automobiles brought 
plans for at least five manufactur- 
ers for tiny cars. Some are said 
to develop about six horsepower 
with a top speed of 50 miles an 
hour to get around 55 miles to the 
gallon. Some of the new cars will 
be in production within a week.
